1. Begin by thinking about current health department partners staff work with around issues related to child
maltreatment or promoting safe, stable, and nurturing relationships and environments for children.
2. Consider the type of relationship that exists (e.g., information sharing; joint trainings) and how
collaboration is structured (e.g., informal/occasional, mandated, formal (MOU/MOA) agreement)
3. Consider if current collaborations are sufficient and appropriate. If not, what needs to happen to
improve/expand the collaboration?
